Za. Ling Witrs- 1 do not kmow the address of the lst accused. 
A femaie in the “ecretariat Dept. who has absconded knows the 
let accused. 

Mr. Chang:- I think it is umnecessary for a further remand 
in this case. The only point to be decided upon is the question 
of handing over the accused. In view of the exhibits found on 
the person of the accused, and the statements made by the 
informer of the S.P.S.B. the Shanghai Municipal Council are of 
the opinion that the S.P.S.B. have prowed a Prima Facie case in 
accordance with the Rendition Agreement. 

Procurator Tsongs:- This is a case of rendering assistance 
to the S.P.8.B. and in view of the fact that the S.P.SeB. have 
proved a Prima Facie case, I do not consider that the application 
made for the handing over of the accused ié@ greundless. 

Mr. Woos- If the accused are to be handed over to the 
SePe-SeBe I hope that they be released on security after they 
are handed over. I understand that it is beyond the jurisdiction 
sf ths Court te release them on security after they are handed 
vver, but as I am counsel for the defemee I wish to mention this 
fact in the presence of the representatives of the 3.P.5.B.
